.  .  The  leader  of  those  “ex¬ 
ploiters”  was  Dr.  Joseph  M. 
Dawson,  a  Baptist  and  a  fine 
God-loving,  Christian  gentleman. 

Isn’t  this  attitude  of  mutual 
suspicion  and  distrust  a  rather 
stupid  thing  for  intelligent  Am¬ 
ericans?  Why  does  it  exist  be¬ 
tween  Catholics  and  Protestants? 
Why  doesn't  it  exist  between 
“Baptists  and  Methodists?  Or  be¬ 
tween  Episcopalians  and  Luth¬ 
erans?  Whose  fault,  is  it? 

Your  hierarchy,  your  priests 
and  bishops,  do  not  want  you  to 
associate  with  Protestants.  You 
are  forbidden  to  join  your  Bap¬ 
tist  neighbors  in  a  church  serv-
